“More and better use of PE 
majors could be made if they 
could be allowed to instruct, of- 
ficiate and coach as part of a PE 
course laboratory function,” Mar- 
quardt stated. 


Noting that PE credit is 
given for participation in the 
Indiannes and other such 
groups, it was recommended 
that credit be given for partici- 
pation in intramural sports. 


One member of the. sub-com- 
mittee, Larry D. Schmidt, asked 
for a pay-as-you-play insurance 
program to be started for stu- 
dents. 


Speaking for the Music sub-+ 
committee, William Utley said, 
“it is the recommendation of this 
committee that the administra- 
tion give serious thought to the 
possibility of our music program 
developing in the direction of 
becoming the focal point.and ma- 
jor factor in the music life of the 
city and area.” 

He’ then called on’ the Presi- 
dent to set up a committee to 
determine the feasibility of this 
proposal. 

After explaining: “It is our 
opinion that the chorus has 
been too much a choir,” the 
report asked that “off-campus 
activities be improved by em- 
phasizing varity as well .as 
quality.” 

The combination of the univer- 
sity orchestra with the Omaha 


“Youth Symphony would be a step 


towards realizing the goal, 
cording to the report. 

It was also recommended that 
sources and expenditures be con- 
solidated in the music depart- 
ment’s budget so that the total. 
picture may be seen at a glance 
and that a full program of events 
may be planned ahead.” 

Changes in the Intercollegiate 
Speech program as outlined in 
the sub-committee’s report call 
for an additional faculty member 
to act as assistant debate coach. 

Chairman G. Glenn Lewis 
noted that the grovp advocated 
a 50 per cent increase in the 
number of competitive’ events 
in speech and more off-campus 
trips. 

Relative to campus speech ac- 
tivities, the committee suggested 
that more publicity and encour- 


ac- 


‘ agement should be given to stu- 


dents to participate in Speakeasy 
group meetings. This recommen- 
dation was made, noting. that

Library Boasts Books

The University of Omaha Li- 
brary contains many old 
volumes; among the oldest are 
several which were published in 
the Years One through 12. 

The books were printed in 
France immediately after the 
Revolution, The new government - 
dropped the standard Gregorian 
Calendar and began with the 
Year One, continuing this sys- 
tem for several years before re- 
turning to the standard calendar. 

The books are part of a collec- 
tion of great historical value, 
nequired through a» Juecky pur- 
chase by Omaha University, Li- 
brarian Miss Wilen Lord, said. 

When a man named Itienne 
Cabet led a group of French set- 
dlers to the New World after the 
Revolution, he began a series of 
events which led to a significant 
addition to the University of 
Omaha. 

The group settled ‘in Towa, 
where a collective colony, simi- 
Jar to the Oneida Colony in New 
York and the Amana Colony in 
Iowa, was started. Unlike the 
Oneida and Amana groups, which 
are still noted for their silver- 
ware and refrigerators, the 
“Tearians” as the French com-

munity called themselves, failed 
to prosper as the younger genera~ 
tion became disillusioned with 
communal living. The group dis- 
banded in 1895. 

With them, the settlers had 
brought a library. of 2,000 books 
which later turned up-in the 
library of Tabor College, Iowa, 
which sold its library to Omaha 
University in the 1930's, 

“The collection is. the most 
unusual in the library,” said Miss 
Lord, 
by buying books on Cahet, and 
documents’ pertaining te the 
Tearians.” 

Inquires concerning the Icar- 
jans have been received from re- 
searchers throughout the coun- 
iry, including the noted Hunting- 
ton Library in California 
Marion Tinling, author of a book 
about the Icarians, Miss Lord 
said, 

A number of graduate students 
have used the collection for 
thesis research, she said. 

The collection, kept in the 
Library basement, contains 
volumes dated from the 18th and 
19th Century. The books are 
often used in displays. sponsored 
by the University and are used by 
Dr. Wilfred Paine in a course on 
“Utopias.”
